NEW LONDON, Texas, Mar. 19— Hope was abandoned 
today for the lives of all remaining victims caught in the shat­ 
tered debris of the $1,000,000 consolidated school, where an 
estimated 500 children and teachers perished in a terrific gas 
explosion. M ayor John Timberlake, of nearby Overton, who 
made a preliminary investigation of the nation’s greatest school 
disaster, said there was not a chance that any remained alive in 
the shambles. At the time of the blast the school held about 
700 pupils and instructors.
